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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Per claims 1-3,5-12,14-19 and 22-24, the 
Applicant states that Cole does not disclose or suggest a method of updating computer software on a computer by accessing stored user 
preference information, and then determining if a software update should be automatically downloaded and installed using the user 
preference information and an evaluated criticality of the software update. In response, it is noted that the steps of accessing and 
determining are not directly linked to the evaluating step; just that these steps occur at some time in the instant invention. As such, the 
requirement is to show an instance wherein Cole accesses stored user preference information, and determines if a software update 
should be downloaded automatically and installed backed on the user preference information. As the Applicant noted, Cole discloses the 
ability to reinitiate downloading if an interruption occurs, wherein "...if still appropriate, the service application routine of client 14 installs 
the user-selected code updates." Since the service application is capable of deciding if the code update is still appropriate, then a 
determination is clearly made whether the update should be downloaded and installed, the installation being based upon the initial user- 
selected software update information. 

Per claims 4, 13, 20, 21, 25 and 26, the Applicant's arguments concerning a user assigned criticality threshold are persuasive. 
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
